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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . This action is in response to the communication mailed on December 5, 2008, 
applicant has submitted an Amendment, Filed on April 23, 2009. 

2. Claims 16-24 are pending in this action, claims 16-18 have been amended and 
claims 19-24 have been added. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 16-24 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US Patent Application Public 20030207696 (hereinafter Willenegger) in view of US 
Patent Application Public 20030157927 (hereinafter Yi). 

Regarding claims 16-18, Willenegger discloses "A mobile communication 
system using HSDPA (High Speed Downlink Packet Access) in which one 
physical channel is used by a plurality of mobile stations in common in a time 
division form" (see Abstract and paragraphs [0023]-[0026], [0138]-[0143] and 
Fig. 1, where Willenegger discuses HSDPA and time division) and 
"scheduling for executing radio transmission on the physical channel is 
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conducted by a base station" (see paragraph [0147]). Willenegger discloses the 
base station has a ciphering function of preventing control signals and user 
information directed to the mobile station from being intercepted illegally in a 
radio section of a RLC-TM by using a counter (see paragraph [0028] [0029], 
where Willenegger discusses coding within a standard wireless communication 
system therefore data is ciphered using counters within the coders). 

Willenegger discloses ciphering using ciphering coding, however, does 
not explicitly discloses the ciphering function constructs the ciphering counter by 
combining an HFN and an SFN. Yi, teaches a ciphering function constructs the 
ciphering counter by combining an HFN and an SFN. (see paragraphs [0076], 
[0101]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention was make to modify the Willenegger invention, and have 
ciphering function constructs the ciphering counter by combining an HFN and an 
SFN., as taught by Yi, thereby, providing method the more efficiently resolve 
discrepancies, as discussed by Yi, (see paragraphs [0112]). 

Regarding claims 19-24, have limitations similar to those treated in the 
above rejection(s), and are met by the references as discussed in claim 16.
